He attended the district schools, until the age of 18 
when he entered Smithvill Academy, at that day one of the 
prominent institutions of learning in that part of the country 
Here he remained three years; when he began the study 
of medicine: graduated from the Ohio Medical College of 
Cincinnati, Ohio, February 27, 1878. 


He immediately entered upon the practice of his chosen 
profession at Canaan, Ohio, wher he remained three years. 
He then removed to Antioch (now Andrews) Indiana. Here 
he held the appointment of Division Surgeon for the Wabash 
railroad, besides having established a good private practice. 


In about 1898 the R. R. Co. abandoned Andrews as a 
division point, leaving the town in a dilapidated condition. 
Whereupon in the year 1900, the doctor with many others 
sought new fields of labor: Going first to northern Indiana, — 
later to Illinois and is now located at Verona, Illinois, where 
he is enjoying,a nice practice.

William Thorn, son of Jacob and Mary Thorn, at the age 


_of nine, made his home with his uncle, Abraham Coy, where 


he remained for three years. He then went to the home of 
his uncle John Thorn and worked for two years, particularly 
in dairying, doing most of the milking; a trick he has fol- 
lowed all his life; at present, at the age of 71, he is milking 
one-third of a barrel of milk a day. 


In the fall of ’58 he came to Indiana, working at farm 
work, wood chopping, and clearing. In 1863 he married 
Elizabeth Flack, and to them four sons were born. Charles 
A., Frank M., Bert M.. and Ora W. Mr. Thorn early saw 
the advantage of an education in any business, and insisted 
on his boys attending school, learning to sing and play some 
instrument, especially the organ. He was the first man 
in the county to build and operate a silo, and owned the first 
centrifugal cream separator in his part of the state. 


His wife died December 5, 1904. November 27, 1906, he 
married Rebecca J. Howey and still livesat his country home 
in Jackson township, Huntington county, Indiana.

Hannah Coy was married to Nicholas Rice of Wayne 
county, Ohio, in 1850. and in the fall of the same year moved 
to Huntington county, Indiana, where they purchased and 
located on a farm in Union township of said county. They

On their arrival at their new home there was little to 
greet them other than the great forests and such wild ani- 
mals as nature had provided to inhabit the dense woodlands, 
Neighbors lived at long distances and roads were marked by 
blazing trees with the ax. : 
The art of mastering the spinning wheel, the knitting 
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needles ©). sewing needles were among the accomplish- 
ments that made women worthy helpmetes. 


While Mrs. Rice was proficient ‘in these she also knew 


how to meet the demands of a growing boy’s appetite; while 


her husband, Nicholas Rice, was equally skilled in the use of 
the ax, the grubbing hoe and the grain cradle. The timber 
that was then burned in log heaps would now be worth more 
than the land. 


Log rolling i in those days were great Pn events, Mr. 
and Mrs. Rice were both permitted to live to see the forest 
give place to fertile fields. The old Wabash and Erie canal 
has served its purpose and an electric railway has been built 
upon the old toe-path. 


They have seen the (then) pilav of Huntington grow 
into a modern city. 


Mr. Rice, though a- farmer, spent considerable time 
during early life at the cooper’s trade, doing tight work and 
making barrels for the lime trade near Huntington:

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BIOGRAPHY OF W. F. RICE 
(Written by his wife) ; 
Being of a modest and retiring disposition the writer of 
this little booklet has failed to give any account of himself 
other than the date of his birth and marriage.

Thinking that a little of his past history would be per- 
missable, the following is contributed: 


His school life began at the age of 5 years, and after 
gaining what knowledge he could in the common school, at 
the age of 20 years he entered Roanoke Classical Seminary 
attending spring and winter terms, and assisting his father 
on the farm during the summer vacations, 


At the age of 23 he entered the profession of teaching. 
Remaining with his parents on the farm, he taught in the 
winter and assisted his father during summer vacations 
until his marriage at the age of 26. He then farmed his 
father’s place until 4 years later when he purchased a farm 
as a permanent residence. 


Mr. Rice continued farming and teaching for 15 consec- 
utive years, seven of which were taught in the home school, 
his time has since been given exclusively to farming. He 
served two terms as a member of the Advisory Board of his 
township, acting in the capacity of secretary. He was 
instrumental in bring about the erection of a commodious and 
modern seven room high school building with basement com- 
plete. The school is furnished with all modern appliances, a 
library and a well equipped laboratory, which has made it 
possible for Union township to be one of the first townships 
of Huntington county to enter the roll as a certified high 
school. 4 


He is also a stockholder and director of The Peoples 
State Bank of Huntington, Indiana. 
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The farm of Mr. Rice on which he has resided the past 
twenty years joins that of the old homestead. He often re- | 
lates the experiences incident to a boy’s earlier history of 
Huntington county, that of going a mile or more in com- 
pany with his brother for his father’s cattle which, like 
those of their neighbors, were allowed to roam at large dur- 
ing the day and brought to the barnlot in the evening. They 
frequented the swampy regions of the Wabash and Erie 
canal. ‘‘Old Floss’’ had a peculiar way of her own of con-— 
cealing the tinkle of the cowbell attached about her neck, 
just as the evening shades were falling, and the boys fear-
